S You are all Profeſſors of Chriſtianity, and ſo r- 

ny Eminent Perſons, all Labouring in your ſeveral 

Stations, in the Propagation of the Goſpel of Truth, 

this publick Letter is Addreſs'd ro you in true Zeal, 
both to that Reputation you hold in the World, and to the 
Honour of that Chriſtian Profeſſion, of which you are ſuch 
worthy Members. 

Being all Militants therefore, under the Banners of Chrilt, 
as true Militants, undoubredly you would be no ways wanting, 
to Carry Triumph and Glory to ſo great a Cauſe, under which 
you fight ; Here then, I hope, it is the univerſal Care and Cau- 
tion of all zealous Congregations and Communions. of truc 
Believers, to have the Paſtors of their Flocks ( as. much as in 
them lies ; for God only knows the true Hearts of Men, ) pcr- 
ſons of that unſpotted Character and Principle, that the very 
Example of the Preachers Life and Converſation, might in a 
high Meaſure cnliven and recommend the Doctrin he PreacÞcs. 
Bur above all, at leaſt it is, or ought to be, the utter Abhor-= 
rence of the Profeſlors of Truth, to have a Simon Magus, fer 
up for a St. Paul amonglt 'em; and even their very Oracles of 
God, delivered by a vitible Cloven-Foot. Their publick Tolr- 
ration, Sulferance AUNT EF" "ge of ſuch egregious Labour»

ers in the Divine Vineyard, muſt undoubtedly rcfleft the high- 
eſt ſhame and Reproach to that Congregation of Chrittians, tha; 
give him that Reception ; and not only ſo, but in a high man- 
ner, be a publick Diſhonour to God himſelf. 

Now Gentlemen, ( not only you, to whom particularly this 
Letter is Written, but indeed the whole Body of your Pro- 
felfion, ) whillt a Diſcourſe upon this Subject is thus publickly 
addreſt to you ; to bring the matter before ye, and ſpeak more 
nearly to your ſelves, we have this to offer, viz. 

As you have publickly received and admitted Titus Oates, vul- 
garly call'd Dr. Oates, a publick Teacher, and Preacher of the 
Word of God amongſt ye, in a Congregation of your own Bre- 
then now at 1/apping ; the Purport and Intent therefore of this 
Letter, is fairly to offer to your ſerious Inquiry and due Confi- 
deration, whether your ſaid Admiſlion of Titus Oates, as that 
Preacher and Teacher, be not / or at leaſt will be viz. when 
the Man, and his Notorious unworthincſs, ſhall be fully weigh'd 
in Your own Righteous Ballance, and found roo Light, both a 
Manifeſt Scandal to your whole Fraternity and Proteſſion, and 
even the forementioned publick Diſhonour to God himſclf. 

But firſt to make the following Diſcourſe'more applicable to 
you, I hope we may take it for granted, that your whole Body 
and Society have given this Titus Oates thatAdmilſion and Recep- 
tion as a Teacher amongit ye : For I ſuppoſc that you have thar 
Order,Occonomy and Government among(t you, that you take, 
at leaſt, that Cognizance of, and inſpeC&tion ſofar into the Quali- 
fication of your own publick Teachers, that under the Eſta- 
bliſh'd Liberty of Conicience, you cxtend not that Liberty to ſo 
unbounded a Latitude, that you leave the Doors of yourChurch 
fo open,cven for worſe thanWolves andBloodhounds themſclves, 
to ſet up for Paſtors of your Flock ; and therefore we may rea- 
{onably conclude, that this Titus Oares's undiſturb'd and unmole. 
tcdExerciſe of rharMiniſterial FunCtion, without your leaſtRepri- 
mand or Cenſure, is your own publick Concetlion ; and confe- 
quently that he Preaches and Teaches in the Congregation of 
the Anabavriſts, by your own Grant and Acknowledgment, 
{ your znanimous Permillion in this cafe, equal to your general 
Allent, Warrant ard Authority, ) as a Qualified Brother Labour- 
er with you in the Work of the Goſpct. 

'Tis tri, you have this Reaſonable Apology on your ſide, 
that poſhbly your own ChriſtianCharity may have chiefly, if not 
wholly, 
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*whotky, given him this Admiſſion amongſt ye. Undoubtedly» 
(tor I would willingly believe the beſt) chat trulyChriſtian Prin- 
Ciple of Goodneſs, and that too, not a little ſtrengthen'd both 
by the unhappy force of a long prevailing Popular Cry of the 
hard ſuffering of that Man, together with no little Outcries of 
his own boaſted Integrity, Truth and Innocence, may together 
have fo far influenced your conduct in this Aﬀair ; that your 
Examination or InſpeCtion, into his Deſerts or Undeſerts, were 
no part of your Care or forethought, *Tis thus Your over Cha- 
ritable Belief of the Man, (a fault at leaſt on the more pardon- 
able {ide ) withovt any other Weights or Scales has taken his Vir- 
tues upon truſt, and conſequently received him as a Qualified 
Brother in your Miniſtry; Now therefore, to {cr his true Cha- 
racer at a fairer Light, and thereby open your Eyes to fee your 
Miſtaken Credulicy and Inconfideration ; we have addreſt the 
following Diſcourſe to you, in order to awaken your Right 
Reaſon, and betrer underſtanding, for your Prevention of the 
forementioned Scandal, both to your whole Congregation, and 
even Religion it ſelf, 

This Titus Oates, we acknowlege, has ſome Natural Parts, 
and withal we own him the Maſter of a Pen, and which he has 
neither been wanting in Induſtry or Labour, to make a publick 
uſe of ; Witneſs particularly the ſeveral late Volums he has pub- 
liſh'd, call'd the Picture of King Fames, &c. 

Now Gentlemen, *tis obſervable, that this Author that has had 
both Ability and Leiſure ( for indeed he has neither Worldly 
Encumbrances, nor Care to hinder his Pen-work) to Write fuch 
Voluminous Papers ( viz. about 5o Sheets ) on fo publick a Sub- 
je, has never took the Pains even of Writing one lingle Page 
of Paper in Defence of himſelf, though for a neccflary Reply 
to all or any of thoſe publick Papers, that have Branded him 
with thoſe moſt notorious Impoſtures and Villanics, that ren- 
der him the moſt oCious of Mankind, and indeed the ſhame of 
the Creation. ; 

That he can write, he has proved. That he can Write a De- 
fence of himſelf roo, wiz. ( it his Cafe can bcar a Defence ) is 
unqueſtionably within his Power. For he that has ſo Pene- 
trating a ſenſe to peep fo far into the| very Cabinets of Princes, 
and Cabals of Courts, as cven to diſcant upon Governments 
and Crown'd Heads, could neither want Argument nor Khe- 
torick 10 write a few wang = 7:6 own Vindication: He that 
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(6) 
has kad ſo many ſpare»hours, nay, leizure Months and Yeats 
roo ( and thoſe very plenteous and fatning ones ) might ſurely 
have pur a little Pen to Paper, in his own Cauſe all this while, 
eſpecially in his prefent Reign of Profpcrity. 

Particularly, Gentlemen, above two years fince the following 
Diicourſc, which is here verbatim Reprinted, and ſubmitted ro 
your ſerious Peruſal, was publiſh'd in rwo Impretlions, of about 
two ſhouſand Copics ; to which, from that hour to this, he 
has not antwered one Sillable, as highly as ( you will rcad ) he 
has bcen Challenged ro anſwer it. Now,what can theWorld ( at 
leaſt the thinking part of it) concludetrom all thisEternal Silence 
from him ; but that his Cauſe ( roo black a one ) has not the 
leaſt handle, even for the ſhadow of a Vindication; and that 
conſequently every Sillable here Charged againſt him, is un- 
anſwerable Verity. 

He tells us indeed, all along in his ſeveral forementioned- 
Books of King Fame's Picture, rhat he ſuffered for Truth and a 
Good Conſcience, which general Afſeverations of his Innocence- 
and Virtue, (bcing indeed the whole Defence he ever yet made 
of himſelf) is not a ſufficiert Vindication, had he never ſo much 
Juſtice on his ſide. Were the following Treatiſe, even the very 
Spirit of Falſchood and DetraCtion, and Titus Oates were even 
Truth and Righteouſneſs ir ſelf, yet undoubtedly (1 leave ir, 
Gentlemen, to your own Judgment ) there lies that Chriſtian 
Obligation upon him, to anſwer the very blackeſt Tongue of 
Calumny, with more than a bare denial, and fingle and fim- 
ple Declaration of Innocence. 

Even St. Peter himſelf, when he and his Brethen were in- 
{pired with Divine Truth, the immediate Holy Spirit of God, 
being reproachfully Scandalized by ſome of the unbelieving 
TFews, as Men Drunk with new Wine ; nevertheleſs did not think 
it ſufficient ro anſwer the very DetraCtion of Infidels, by a bare 
and Simple denial charg'd againſt them 5; he thought it un- 
doubtedly the Duty of a Chriſtian, not only to reply, we are 
not drunk, but in{pired. No, on the contrary, he anſwers the Ca- 
lumny by a Contutation of ir, v/z. Theſe Men are not Drunken, as 
you ſuppoſe, it being not yet the third hour of the Day. Here you 
ſee, that St. Peter gives particular Proof and Demonſtration, to 
clear and Vindicate their Traduced Sobricty ; a ſhort but Em- 
phat ck and ſubſtantial Compurgation of their enjured Inno- 
CCBC., viz. it Could not be true that they were drunk, as mw 
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{0 Charged, it being at that time of the Day, not a CuſtomarY 
Hour for Drinking, and therefore the Calumny was ground* 
leſs and unreaſonable. 

Now does Mr. Oates think his own Honour or Integrity ro 
and fairer than the Apoſtles, and conſequently that all the {3irt 
and Stains ( a much fouler Blot than that againſt Sr. Peter }: 
thrown upon him, are not worth the trouble of Waſhing off, 
and conſequently that 'tis below him to deſcend / lik-'St. Perer,) 
to a particular convincing Anſwer to his Derraftors; or is the 
repeated Charge of Impoſture, Perjury, Murder, and ( to 
amals all ) Incorrigible Impenitency, fo often thrown ſy home 
upon him, that inconſiderable Imputation, that he thinks ir 
not worth the opening his Mouth to clear him(z!f of 'em. Is a 
little Pen, Ink and Paper, out of Ten Pounds a Week, hb: pond 
his Purchaſe ; or his Preaching at Wapping fo Flaborate a Srudy, 
that he has not one private hour's leiſure for his own Vindica-. 
tion ? Or rather docs his Vanity of having fo muny Ignorant 
Devores, that {wallow the wond:rfal Merits of Dr. Oates, witch 
that implicite blind Faith, that they'l hear nothigg aguinſ im, 
puff him up to that Pride, that he diſduins ro return © 1 a 
fingle Syllable, in ſo important a Caulc, for the throwing of 
all the Heaps of Scandal ( if ſuch ) {o long Piled and 19:9 
upon him ! Is it ſuch an entire ſatisfaction to him, that ho © 1m 
pleaſe, or rather Captivate the Ignorance of the five Thouſ.nd 
unthinking Fools of his fide, that he will not endeavour the- 
Converſion of the Ten Thouſand Wiſer Heads, that tov fenft- 
bly believe him the worſt of Men 2 When fo cheap a Trouble 
(viz. if he has Truth on his fide ) as the Publication of Four or 
five SubQantial Sheets of Sinewy Senſe in his own Compurga- 
tion would fer him right in the Eyesof the whole World. 

Well, Gentlemen, as this Sftfence under to many provoca- 
tions and Challenges for an Anfwer trom him: But above all 
under the Crying want of ſuch an An{wer, fuch preiling Ob- 
ligations of a Reply, ſo importantly neccliary tor the Recovery 
of his almoſt Univerfally blaſted Repucarion, is the Undeniable 
Argument of the lmpotence of his Cauſe, and conlequently lir- 
tle Icfs than a tacit Confellion of the whole Charge againſt him :: 
From all thc fe premilles con{dered, Gentlemen, on your parts, 
if your own Credit be dear to you, it the Honour of God, in: 
the Miniſterial part of your Worſhip and Religion be any part 
af your Concern ; I do think it an Incumbent Puty upon _ 
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hat you -Ca!! upon Dr. Oates, and by your own Congrecga- 

:ional Auth ority, oblige him either effeCtually, Paragraph by 
Paragraph, to anfwer ail that is objected againſt him in the 
foll wm Diſcourſe, and thereby give Subſtantial Proof of his 
long Bc nalted Truth and a goed Conſcience, to the Retrieving of 
hi. !.of Credit, and the Convincement of his Innocence : Other- 
wife if his Cauſe will bear no proof, and the charge againſt him 
ſtands unan{werable ; that then you oblige him to make a 
publickAcknow Iedgment of his Guilt, and by a Seaſonable and 
Hearty Repentance "of all his long hardend Hypocriſy, his Im- 
poſtures, Pexuries, and conſequently Murders; fo ſer himſelf 
Kight before God ( for the Gares of Mercy are never barred, 
nd potlibly a Penitent Oares mav be forgiven ) as may qualify 
hi m for a Miniſter of God amongſt you. In ſhort, there lics an 
abiulute necefluy of his proving himſclf Innocent, or confelling 
hi; Guilt, to Capacitate him for that Sacred Poſt he now holds 
among you. Or otherwiſe the whole Body of your Profeſſion, 
will incvitably fix that notorious Scandal, and indelible Re- 
proach upon you, viz. That you admit cven the higheſt and 
moſt Flagitious Reprobation, the very Front of Braſs, and 
Hands of Blood, amongſt you, even to ſerve at the Holy Al- 
tars of God, 
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Pefter, 
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F? R ſo you dignify your ſelf, and I fhall not- land with 
you for a Title) you have lately oblig'd the World with 
Three Labour'd Picces, being your Firſt, Second and Third 
Eicon Baſilikes ; or, Pifttures of the late King James, drawn tithe 
Life. Truly, Door, to do you Right, I believe the whole 
Draught (by a peculiar bold Stroke all the way throughout itiviz. 
of Railing and Beroguing at efery Shadow and Daſh of your 
Quill ) to be truly your own. Thar ſingular Maſter-Touch of 
yours is ſo conſpicuous, all through the, Rough Painting, that 
without the Subſcription of your Name, every common Eye 
may find whoſe Pencil-work 'tis; for he that reads but three 
Pages may plainly ſee the Delineavit Titus. 

I confeſs ſweet, or rather ſour Door, you have a ſtrange 
Faculty at hard Words, and paw Names ; and truly, Do&tos, 
you treat Princes with the ſame broad-mouth'd homely 
Dialect, as you do all Mankind. But no matter ; what you 
want in Civility and Good Manners, perhaps you have in other 
Qualities and Accompliſhments: And we allow you the Am- 
bition you have always had to aCourtier ; tho' perhaps not al- 
rogether ſo fit for a Maſter of the Ceremonies. 

But all Rallery apart, bar the Rudeneſs of the Stile, ( and 
yet that's a little pardonable, as being a ſpecial Talent of your 
own) I heartily thank you for the Subjet. I acknowledge, 
from the hearty Spirit of honeſt Truth, you have expoſed, and 
very juſtly, the falſe Hands at the Great Helm, through the two 
laſt Reigns of not I Memory. 

Bur, Sir, in all the true Strokes you have made in the Picture, 
you have notoriouſly flatter'd the Painter. For in drawing of 
King James, and his Brother, both at full Length, you have 
here and there daſht in ſome few Lineament of your own, viz. 
your Virtues, Innocence, Servicesto rhe Nation ; together with 
a lementable Out-cry of Wrongs, Opprethion, ſuttcring for 
Faith and a good Conſcience, and what not ; when there are 
Thouſands in the World, that believe not one of all theſe Qua- 
lifications, Graces, Merits, Pretenſions or Titles belong to you. 

This is a fort of Plain-dealing, which is ſometimes valued at 
the Price of Jewels, and you muſt pardon my Freedom on this 
Occaſſon. I muſt confels, Doctor, thete Three Pieces, in Ar- 
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rack againſt Popery and Arbitrary Power, contain a great deal 
of unqueſtion'd Truth, and have highly contributed ro your 
Reputation ; and I muſt fay this of you, Had every Oracle 
you dcliver'd been founded upon as folid a Foundation of Ve- 
racity, no Perſon in the World ſhould have been louder in 
your Praiſcs, than my felt ; nay, this preſent Paper, inſtead of 
Reprimand or Satyr, ſhould then have been an Eulogy and 
Panegyrick. 

Nor is there any Thing here urged, in the following Dilſ- 
courſe I intend to have with you, with the leaſt Deſign what- 
ever, of invalidating, lIcffening, or ſcandalizing thoſe Col- 
lections and Memoirs ( you have there fo laboriouſly compil- 
ed ) of the Miſ-management of the laſt two Reigns, Heaven 
knows but all roo truc. However, you muſt give me leave to 
tell you, That the World would be highly inchnable ro fer a 
yer greater Value upon your Works themſelves, would you 
endeavour ſomething more largely to ſet the Hand that holds 
the Pen, a little more to Rights with them; by waſhing your 
blemift'd Credic a little whiter in the Opinion of Mankind, at 
Icaſt the thinking part of Mankind ; whoſe much-wanted Re- 
conciliation wou!d be highly tb your Service. 

'Tis true, for my own part, my natural Abhorrence and De- 
reſtation of Rewe, and all its Works, is ſuch, that I would glad- 
Iy give a Lawrcl ro every Champion againſt them ; inſomuch, 
that in all due Reſp:& ro your Great Undertaking, I would 
have that Babi/en-Monfter ſo combatred on all ſides, that I ampleae 
{cd to ſee that Leviathan a Pentifex Maximus, attack d ratherthan 
fail, Dr. even by a Carnifex Maximus, I love and honour 
{uch darling Truths, expoſed in their true Light, even fron: 
any Tongue : And as a Parallel to your own Caſe ; we read of 
Old, of Heathen Oracles, that very often deliver d Truths, 
though ar the ſame time the very Father of Lies, the Devil 
himfclf, ſpoke in time, Bur truly, DoCtor, if an Angcl of 
Light, inſtead of a Miniſter of Darkneſs, had deliver'd thoſe 
Truths, the Divining Spirit that utter'd them, had render'd 
them a great deal more grateful Muſick. The Harmony of 
Truth would have been much more charming from a Sera- 
phick Trumpet, than an Infernal Organ. 

And now, Door, as you have look'd back'd into the Mil- 
carriages of Princes, pray turn one Glance upon ſome little 
PcccaCilios of your own. You may rccollect, as we all = 
Wit 
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with a ſorrowful Remembrance, that you once uſher'd into 
the World a moſt diſmal Conſpiracy againſt the Life of King 
Charles IT. by the Hands of Grove and Pickering, for Shooting 
the King in St. Fames's Park; with a long Narrative of a whole 
Army of Popith Pilgrims and Black Bills from Sr. Fagoin Spain, to 
be landedat Milford-Heaven; Commillions from Paulus d' Oliva 
for Generals and Major-Generals, for an Army of all Paziſts, 
all ready liſted againſt the Fall of the King ; and no lcfs than 60 
thouſand of them, being twice as many as there are Men, Wo- 
men and Chileren, of Romaniſts, inthe whole Kingdom ; and 
all or fubduing and ſubjeRing the Proteſtants to the Popith 
Yoke : Particularly, that an infinite number of the Inferiour 
Commiſſions, Stampr and Seal'd by Father Whitebread, you de- 
liver'd with your own Hinds, &c. cum mu'tis aliis, ſeveral 0- 
ther Diſcoveries, all of the ſame rueful Countenance. 

Now all this Diſcovery you are pleaſed to ſtile, The Teſtimony 
of Truth and a goed Conſcience; and yet there are Thouſands and 
ten Thouſands in little 0/4 England, that do not believe one 
Syllable of all chis Teſtimony, and that from fo reaſonable a 
Ground for their Infidclity, that they look. for the Cloven 
Foot whenever they hear it but named ; cſpecially under the 
Title of Truth and a good Conſcience: 

Look ye, DoCtor, I would nor wilingly invade your Pro 
vince, viz. of Railing ; but would moderately offer you ſome 
Queſtions relating to your quan lam Evidence; which, among a 
hundred more upon the ſame fertile and copious Subje&, have 
been often askt you, bur never yer anſ{wer'd. 

In the firſt Place your Plot ſcrs forth, That the reſtle(s Soirics 
of the Papiſts, having a dcfign to reſtore their long Abdi- 
cared Religion into England, the Lite of King Charles Il. lay 
in their way ; and for his Removal, a Clud or Confule of Je- 
ſuits, and other Popiſh Emilſarics, to the number of Fifty, ſe- 
veral of them coming over from Remate and Foreign Co.1n- 
tries, on this great Occalion, all met together ; where the 
whole Reſulr of their Mecting ( which was in April, 1578, ) 
{ſubſcribed by all their Hands, were, That Groves and P:icker- 
ing ſhouid go on with the deliga of killing the King, v/z. with 
their ſcrew'd Gun and Silver Buller, 

Now, Doctor, it looks very odly, That thoſ? two King-kil- 
ters, who by your own Oath hed been Seven Years betore en- 
dcavouring to do the Exccution, (but one time by having the 
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' Fhac looſe, another time the Gun charg'd with all Bullets and 
no Powder, and ſcveral other Blunders and Miſcarriages, had 
never cxccuted their Defign ; ) ſhould be choſen the only En- 
:>?ncs, or Engineers, to go on With ſo important a Service to 

' the Popiſh Cauſe, as the Death of a King, ſo impatiently wait- 
ed, without one ſingle Propoſal, at ſo grand and chargeable a 
Conſult from all Quarters of the World, of any other more 
truſty and more active Hand, for ſo deſperate and important a 
Service. For the Engaging Sir George Wakewan, and the 
Iriſh Rufhans, -was not till many Months after. | 

One very irreconcileable Blunger in this poor Pickering's 
. Miſcarriage: In your Narrative, Paragraph 19. you ſwear 
you ſaw Letters from England, to the Fathers of the Engliſt 
Seminary at St. Omer, in the latter end of January 1674}. Con- 
tainins an Account of one Pickering, that waits wpon the Feſuits 
a: Sommcrſet-Houle, roo ſhoot the King in St. James's Park, when 
he was at ſore diſtance frem his Nobles and Attendants ; but the 
Flint of his Piftol being {ſomewhat lorſe, be did defer the Aion till 
another opportunity ; and if he had done it, and had ſuffer d, he 
ſhruld have had 3000 Maſſes fir the Health of his Soul.

Now, DoCtor, can any thing in Nature be more ſtrange, 
then that }h:rebresd ſhould ſend the St. Omers Fathers in Fa- 
wary, 2a pert Relation of a Crime not committed till the 
March tollywi:g2 And conſequently, has not the unbelieving 
part of the World, a very juſt Ground to ſtartle and tremble 
at fuCh a Teſtimony of a good Conſcience? as you call it, Part 3. 
Page 4. And would not all Pittying Eyes be ready to melt in- 
to Tears, to fee a King-killer Drawn, Hang'd and Quarter'd, 
upon ſuch a doughty Evidence, that with any reaſonable Man 
would rot paſs Mutter for the Froof of a Petty Larceny, the 
ſtealing of an Alchymy Spoon, or a Braſs Thimble ? 

Ard now, it pothble to look ſo low, (for the Bottom on't 
ties 1n licll) as ro the whole depth of your Diſcovery. Here 
was a Papilt Plot to kill King Charles 1I. What was this King 
Charles, according to your own Picture drawing, to be ſuch 
an Lyc-lore to the Papiits, and ſo worthy of Death 2 Why

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truly, A Perſon as deep in the Popiſ Plot, as the Duke his Brother, 

[Part 3d. p. 37.] where you tell how Coleman danced a Chriſtmas 
Gambel at Tyburn, for his great Pains in the mighty Work, [viz. 
ſubduing the peſtilent Nothern Hereſie] your Brother, your Self, [the 
King and the Duke) and he had upon his Hands, Ditto, Part 3d. 
Pp. 59. The King |viz. King Charles] he was engaged for Popery 
and the French Intereſt, and Arbitrary Power, as well as your 
ſelf, (ſpeaking to King Fames.] Again, Page 64. You and yeur 
Party had ſo much Countenance from your Brothcr, who was en- 
gag d with you in the whole Popiſh Conſpiracy, ſaving that of his 
own Life. 

__ this, belike, was the Man the Papiſts were to Kill ; bur 
good Heavens, for what ? when he was as deep in their own 
Mire as his Brother, and as great a Popiſh Plotter as he ; and 
conſequently, I cannot find the want they had of his Death ; 
and unleſs they were ſuch a Pack of Cut-Throats, that they 
lov'd Murder for the meer Letchery of Murder-fake, I cannot 
gueſs why the ungrateful Popiſh Villains ſhould ſo inhumanely 
lift a _ againſt fo ſtanch a Patron and Prote&tor. But let 
that pals. 

Well, however this King was to be deſtroy'd. The whole 
Root, Body and Branch of which Conſpiracy, you give us, at 
length, in a Narrative, conſiſting of 81 Paragraphs or Depoſi- 
tions, being the full Hiſtory of the whole Myſtery of Iniquity. 
Myſtery indeed ! 

Now it has pleas'd Heaven, or ſome over-ruling Power 
(which is all one) to inſpire Titus Oates Clerk, a great Machi- 
nator in this Conſpiracy, to turn a Proteſtant Convert, and diſ- 
covet this Plot. Accordingly, as you tell us in your Narrative, 
you made that Diſcovery to his Majeſty on the 13th of Auguſt, 
1678. by the Means and Introduction of that worthy and honeſt 
Gentleman Mr. Chriſtopher Kirby. Now before you made this 
Diſcovery, you tell us in that very Narrative, Page 18. That 
you had ſeen Packets to the Fathers at St. Omers, bearing Date 
Jan. 1. New Stile, 1673. in which the Fathers were aſſured, 
that his Majeſty of Great Britain was brought to that paſs, that if 
any Malecontents among them ſhould not prove true to their Deſign, 
his Majeſty would never give Ear to their Information, Now tore- 
{ecing all this deaf Ear of the Kings, how came it about that 
you produc'd no Living Records; brought none of thoſe 
Whitebread-Commilſons, nor no other &ccular Proof to open 
| his 
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his Eyes and Fars ? Did you believe that the fight of your Mo- 
faick Face, and 2 bare Oath, would convince or awaken ſuch 
obſtinate Peafncſs and Infidelity, with no other Credentials; 
eſpecially when your Diſcovery look'd with that unaccountable 
Face, wiz. That the Papiſts ſhould have a Hand arm'd againſt 
that Lite, that as ſo highly Engag'd in their whole Conſpiracy ? 
Bur, Do&tor, no difparagement to your politick Head-picce, 
we'll allow you, tor once, the only Excule for that notorious 
ſtupidity, viz. That you were that egregious Blockhead and 
Blunder, as to negle& that opportunity of preſerving any of 
thoſe ſubſtantial Treaſon Teſtimonials, that daily came through 
your Hands ; the producing of which night have found Faith 
with this unbclieving King, and indeed the whole World be- 
iides, and made him ſenſible that the bloody Papitts had Rufhans 
at work to knock his own Brains out, and Armies to knock 
out ours; and conſequently have prov'd to his Face, that the 
Title of Saviour of the Nation, (Reverend Salamancha Dottor) 
ſtood as ſtanch in your Scutcheon, as _— of the Faith in his. 
Well, bur allowing that Negle& only a falſe ſtep of your 
Politicks, here's another moſt profound Piece of your Difco- 
very. Of rheſe 81 Paragraphs of your Narrative, here's 24. of 
them the Series or Buſineſs of the Plot ſtill carrying on after thar 
Awguſt the 1 3th to September the 7th following, in all 20 Pages 
of Paper. In which laſt part of your Narrative (and all this after 
your Diſcovery to the King) you give us the greateſt Tranſ- 
a&tions and Conſulrs of the whole Conſpiracy ; particularly, 
rhat very 13th of Auguſt, Ar Six at Night, you, the Deponent, 
was net deſignedly, but by Accident, at a Sermon, preach'd by John 
Keins, to Twelve Men, poor in Habit, yet Men of Quality, as the 
Deponent ſuppoſes, by their white Hands ; in which Sermon was de- 
liver'd, That Proteſt ants and other Heretick Princes were iplo fatto 
depoſed, becauſe ſuch ; and that it was as lawful to deſtroy them as 
an Oliver Cromwcll. or any other Uſurper, Nar. Parag. 58. A- 
gain, Anguſt the 18th, your Doforſhip was at a Conſult, where 
At.

Colins, Ar. Fedding, My. Manſel, and Mr. Laumſdale, al Do- 
minitians, met and conſulted with John Keyns, Father HartCourrt, 
Father Fenwick, Father Wright, Father Blundell, Feſuirs ; a- 
bout killing tbe King, and carrying cn the Deſign ; at which Conſuls 
the Deponent was 100 and fro, and afterwards employ'd by them to 
carry the Propoſals of the Cenſuls ro the Carmelites, viz, Dr. = 
ON, 
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fon, Dr. Kimball, «»4 Afr. Ferers, Nar. Par. 6r. On Wednef- 

day the 21 of: Auguſt was another Conſult held by the Feſuits and 

BenediRtines, about the Iriſh Aﬀairs ; and a third Conſult at Mrs. 

Saunder's Houſe, of which the Doftor had notice before the Meeting, 

by John Grove. Nay, the Iriſh Ruffians were all hired and ſent 

down to Winſor, not till after the 13th of Auguſt, and the Do&er 

by at the telling out and ſending the 801. after them, expreſly the 

224 of Auguſt. Beſides Conyers and Anderſon were not engag'd 

in the King's Murder till now ; for Conyers, on the very ſame 

224d of Augult, ſhew'd rhe Deponent his Dagger of a Foot long in 

the Blade, Rick and ſpan new, bought of the old Cutler in Ruiſ 1- 

Strcet. And the ſame 22d the Deponent mer Mr. Blundel, ih 

a Bag of Fireballs under his Arm. And the 3oth following is ſhow'd 

by the [aid Blundel, at Fenwick's Chamber, (being invited thither 

to ſee it) @ Paper ſign'd by Whitebread, in the Name of the he/2 

Society, containing a Scheme of the manner of Firing Weſtminſter, 

Tooley-ſtreet, St. Thomas Apoſtle, and the King's Ships at Wap- 

ping ; Par. G3 and 67. Beſides, Doctor, at every turn, you 

are at your old Sport of Reading of Letters, Packets, Memo- 
rials ; particularly on the 2d of Seprember a Packet direfed to 
John Grove from the Fathers at Edenburgh, to tell the Fathers 
bere, That they had 8000 Catholicks ready to riſe, when the Buſi- 
neſs grew hot, to join with the diſaffefted Scots. 

* Inall theſe many Conſults, and Matters tranſatted ſince the 
' x3th of Axguff, we find this wonderful ill Fortune, that the Je- 
ſuits, &c. ſhould Meer, Cabal, Conſult, &c. with as much Vi- 

gour or more than ever, without the leaſt Hint or Breath of a 

Diſcovery made of their Plot ro his Majeſty, from the 1 3h of 
Auguſt to the 4th of Seprember. Menſtrum Horrendum ! Dear 
Sir, was the King ſo great a Champion of the Papiſts, and ſuch - 
a {worn Friend of his Brothers, how little ſoever he believed 

your Teſtimony, as not to ſay one Word of all this Matter to 

his Brother, and thereby allarm the whole Party? Could a 
publick IntroduCtion of a Plot-Diſcoverer to a King, be made 

without the knowledge of the Jeſuits, who are the Spics of 
Chriftendom ?

Shadows, for this more ſubſtantial Record ; and not have made 
uſe of Impoſture and Deluſion to boulſter thy lame Teſtimony, 
had there been any ſuch Thing as Truth and Honeſty to ſet it 
upright. * 

FW-ll, but Matters were not carried fo filently, but that 
{ Narr. Parag. 75 ] you tell us, The Deponent ſaw a Letter from 
the Provincial, ſpecifying, That the Provincial had been inform'd of 
ſome Diſcovery made, at which he was ſomewhat ſurprized; Parag, 
76. The ſame Day, at Night, the Deponent went to v.fit the Pro- 
wincial at his Lodging, and was order'd to come again the Morning 
following.

Now, Dodtor, here's a wonderful piece of Chivalry, for a 
bold Knight-Errant : The Diſcovery having at laſt, with much 
ado, in three Weeks time, reach'd the Ears of your Brother-Plog- 
ters, you were Maſter of that prodigious Courage as to vilit 
the Provincial ; nay, and to come again, upon Order, the 
next Morning.

This DoCtrin well 
manag'd, noble Dofor, when time was, ſtood you in high 
Service, till this late unlucky Plot againſt King William, utterly” 
daſh'd all. For after the Diſcover of Capt. Potter, Capt. Pen- 
dergraſs, &c. here all the dying Champions of the Aſaſimation,

Stamp ; and had there been the fame Foundation. of Veracity im 
one as the other, hang me, if I can tell why your Screw'd-Gun- 
ners ſhould be ſo cloſe, and their Muſquetooners fo open.. 

If the Romans ever had any ſuchDiſpenfation for a dying.Lie, 
I ſuppoſe it is ſtill in force ; tor I do not hear of any.new Re- 
formation in their Church, and that their Conſciences are any 
ways more ſtrait-lac'd now than formerly : And. therefore if 
there be no ſuch dying Abſolutions' among them, . ( as this laſt. 
Univerſal Ingenuity by them, plainly ſpeaks the contrary } E 
am afraid that honeſt Capt. Porter is in the Right, and the not. 
alrogether ſo.honeſt Colonel Oates, is a little in the Wrong... 

This 1 am ſure, That if the Good of their Popiſh Caute re- 
quircd'it, and that were the Motive for a dying Falſtty ; the 
Criminals, in this laſt Plot, had thrice a greater occaſion for a 
dying Denial, than any of your own executed. Confpirators, 

In your own Popiſh Plot had the fcrew'd' Gun been. ftanch,, 
and the Criminals had confeſt any ſuch Conſpiracy ;. ſuch a 
Confetſion would nor have prov'd. half ſo-gernicious to the then. 
Duke of York... asthis laſt Confeſſion has done to. King Fame:,. 
and his whole Cauſe. For Inſtance : Firſt. you and the ref cf: 


you Brother-Swearers, never Charged the: Duke with any pair 
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of the Aſaſſination of King Charles ; your Groves and Pickering 
atcd not by any Authority, Privity or Conſent of the Duke, 
And fo, at beſt, though perhaps a Plot for his ſake, was none, 
of his Afſent or Commithion. Secondly, The Duke of York was 
under no Abdication, was then ſafe under the Wing of a Pro- 
eeting Royal Brother, an unſhaken and invincible, Champion 
in his Behalf, And laſtly, the Duke of York, at that time, 
though under a Suſpicion of Popery by his abſenting trom our 
Church, yct had then never broken Faith with the King- 
dom, violated Laws, nor ſubverted Governments, nor had any 
one of thoſe Blots in his Royal Scutcheon, that have fince ren- 
der'd him the Univerſal Odium of the Nation ; he was at that 
time under the Mask of Honour, Juſtice and Innocence, and 
conſequently might in all probable Reaſon have ſurmounted all 
Dangers; and fenced againſt all the feeble Blows, from any 
ſuch dying Confellions.

as Coleman's Papers ( or rather the Fragments of them; tor rhere 
was not halt of them tound ) ſuthcicrtly demonſtrated. 13ur 4 
Coleman was a Plotter you light up by chaice, ( tor as 1 14 
membcr you were {o little acquainted with him, that you kocw 
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not his Face by Candle-light ) and his Politick Maſter fo -very 
dextrouſly handed him out of the World, by a ſhameful Pro- 
miſe of Mercy ; and very fairly ſtopt his Mouth with a Halter, 
to prevent Blabbing : By this Maſter-piece of an Over-reach, 
hcre was the Grand Plot huſht, the ſenſible and truly Helliſh 
Plor ſtifi:d ; and nothing left alive but the barking Underplots, 
$SÞrin and ſnarl. | 

And pray what follow'd all this Din of Snarling ? Why only 
this: The Amuſements, Weakneſſes and Shallowneſs of thoſe 


- very Underplots, confounded the true One. Such a Parcel of 


wretched Diſcorerers, and no leſs wretched Diſcoveries, pur 
even Truth it ſelf out of Countenance. 


Some Truth there was, but daſh d and mixt with Lies; 
To pleaſe the Fools, and puzzle all the Wiſe. 


By this means, firſt, the Duke of York gain'd his Point : For 
there was ſo much of Ridicule, in this laſt part, as rather fa- 
vour'd his Cauſe.
